The American Bittern.

In the old days of Chivalry and knighthood, when the 
glory of Falconry had not yet faded from the earth, like 
several of his cogencrs, the heron, especially, and the cur¬ 
lew, which, according to the old rhyme, 

"Be sbe white or be ebe black. 

Carries twelvepeuce on her back;’’ 

an enormous price at a time when sixpence was the value 
of a fat whether sheep, the bittern stood high, if not high¬ 
est, in the estimation both of the epicure, and the gentle 
falconer. 

Lou 1 was the cheery whoop, and heartfelt the gratula- 
tion, when from gome reed bed in the oozy mead¬ 
ows, beside the silver-winding Trent or royal- I 
towered Thames, flushed by the yelping spaniels, 
the long-necked hermit fisher would display his 
broad vans, mottled like the richest tortoise¬ 
shell, with bands and wavy lines and variegated 
blotches of black and chocolate brown, and 
bright ferruginous and cinereous gray, and yel¬ 
low ochre; and stretching his long green legs far 
behind him, soar with his harsh, discordant, 
changing cry, into the empyrean, a worthy 
nuarry for the bravest hawk that ever fleshed his 
singles in the fowl of game, and one to lest his 
[tower of wing, his valiant courage, were he the 
bravest peregi ine that ever built his eyry amid 
the rocky fastness of Iloy, or the best Jerfalcon 
that was ever brought from Norway, to minister 
to i he sports of chivalry und beauty. 

Loud was the clank of flagon and of beaker, 
and prodigal the red wine flowed, when at high 
noon, where peers und paladins and princes 
feasted, even at Aitbur’s table round, where 
Lancelot de Lac looked love into the sympa¬ 
thizing eyes of peerless Guenevere, with heron- 
shaw and peacock, cygnet and venison, the 
bittern held the place of pride, and valiant 
knights took on themselves 

“Kmpryzea of great pith aud moment.” 
and cast their pledges down, plighting their vows 
before “8l. George, the Bittern, and the Ladies.” 

But now, like many another first rate dainty 
and delicacy, long admired, the Bittern, with his 
congener, the heron—though both still well 
esteemed by a few wise and judicious gourmtU— 
has fallen, for the most part, into disrepute. 

In England, toward Christmas-time especially, 
when, like the snipe and woodcock of that 
country, the Bittern feeds along the penetrable 
margins of the unfrozen streams and rivulets, 
which remain open all the Winter long and becomes ex- 
extremely fat, there is rejoicing when the game-keeper pro¬ 
duces, with a grin of triumph, the far-famed “bog-bumper;” 
and be is incontinently manufactured, with other ingredi¬ 
ents known to the wise, into a mighty pasty, mnnducated by 
appreciative grinders of purposely invited guests, and washed 
down by appropriate libations of Beaune or Clos Vougeot. 

In America, it is difficult to say, wherefore, this fine bird 
is the object of an absured and unjust prejudice; it is 
known generally by an obscene and disgusting appellation; 
it is shot mercilessly and wantonly by the fowler, if he 
meets it in the maishes. I say wantonly, because with no 
end or object of utility or reason—and it is then cast away, 
like the vilest cat Ion; and the sportsman, who has the rare 
judgment to insist on its being cooked and eaten, like wild¬ 
fowl, with cayenne pepper, port wine, and lime-juice, is 
looked upon as a foul-feeder, at least, if not as that va¬ 
riety of the genut homo, who is supposed habitually to keep 
a cold clergyman on his sideboard, as a choice dainty, and 
to lux uriate in the delights of Long-pig.*

Bittern-shooting can scarcely, as a general rule, be fol¬ 
lowed as a sport in the United States, for, although the 
bird, as aforesaid, is common, it is not, generally speaking, 
numerous; the only exception to this rule being, in so far as 
I know, the marsh islands in the great south bay of Long 
Island, where it is extremely abundant. • 

In these hassocks, as they are often called, it is not easy 
to shoot them, as they will not readily or willingly take 
wing, running with great speed in a crouching posture 
among the long coarse grass, and not exposing any portion 
of their long lanky forms to the aim of the gunner. 

At very high tides, however, when these island meadows 
are submerged, they may be successfully hunted, in the 
same manne- as the great clapper-rail, or big medow hen, 
by means of boats pulled, or in very shoal waters, shoved 
with pushing poles over flats. Before these, they cannot 
avoid rising, and as they do so, heavily, with a slow and la- 
borous flapping, they present an easy and obvious mark, 
even to tyros; and by good marksmen are certainly slaught- 



and dauntless as those of the eagle; its legs are yellowish 
green; the toes armed with long pectinated claws, which 
our ancestors in their wisdom were wont to carry, when 
they could get them, in their waistcoat pockets, as a speci¬ 
fic and anlidote against rheumatism, when sbootihg in the 
aguish marshes, which he affects as his local habitation and 
bis home. 

On the whole, he is the handsomest and noblest of the 
aquatic waders, if we except the lovely snow-white egret, 
and the yet more beautiful and rarer scarlet ibis, of the 
South; and is as bold and brave as he is succulent and sa¬ 
vory, when fat and smoking on the board. Hence I, invari 
ably, shoot him when I can; and never pick him up, till I 
am well assured he “has shuffled of this mortal coil;” for he 
will fight to the last against man, dog, or devil; and bis beak 
is both sharp and strong, und strikes like a Moorish assngay 
at the eye of the assailunt. Hence I avoid him. Verbum tap. 

The English Open Season. —The shooting season is now 
at its height in England; all the country houses ate filling, 
and from Berwick to Penzance the report of guns is heard 
throughout the land. Every one has to pay £1 a 
year for a gun license, and this raises an annual 
revenue of many thousands a year. The great¬ 
est game preserver in England is the Maharajah 
Dhuleep Singh, an Indian prince, who was 
brought to England as a child to save him from 
aBabes-in-the-Wood sort of uncle. The Mahara¬ 
jah took very kindly AtkRrRi^viil, and decided 
ly prefers' Norfolk covers amTttBhbles to the 
jungles of his native land. The splendid income 
paid him by the Crown, which in return takes his 
Indian revenue, is principally spent at bis seat, 
Elvedon Hull, in that county, and the only life 
he cares for is that of a country gentleman. He 
is a sirict evangelical member of the Church of 
England, and bears a very high character. The 
Maharajah is heir of Runjeet Singh, who died in 
1881) enormously rich. Elvedon Hall, bis Nor¬ 
folk home, is'furnished and appointed in an 
Indo-European sljle of the most sumptuous 
splendor. The Queen always treats the Mubura- 

i iih with special courtesy, und pays him royal 
onors, and the Prince and Princess of Wales 
are often bis guests.

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ered with No. 4 or 6 shot, from an ordinary fowling-piece. 
At the Riviere aux Conardt, in Upper Canada, or the New¬ 
ark Salt Meadows, and in the marshes along the margins of 
the Hackensac river, as also, in former times, at the English 
neighborhood, I have occasionally bad good sport with these 
great aquatic birds, while in pursuit of English snipe; but it 
would scarcely pay, even in these favored localities, to go 
out especially bittern shooting. They will lie well to set¬ 
ters, which are used to point them steadily, and springers 
give tongue to them keenly, and flush them with ardor; 
these two facts marking them as legitimately gume. 

The bittern is a very beautiful bird, about twenty-seven 
inches in length, by three feet four inches in extent from 
tip of wing to wing; its upper parts are beautifully mottled 
and variegated, like the finest tortoise-shell; its under parts 
are of a pale, ochrcous yellow, streaked, especially, on the 
long feathers in the front of the neck, with longitudinal 
black lines. It has a pendulous crest, on the nape of the 
neck, which, when wounded or irritated, it errccls fiercely; 
its eyes are of a clear, fierce golden hue, almost as bright 


Stocking a Deer Park. —About ten months 
ago Col. Hollister, of Santa Barbara, Cal., 
caused to be made an inclosure of 1,000 acres of 
land. The fence was of the kind known as “pole 
fence,” ». «., made by setting chaparrel poles 
closely in a treneb, and binding the tops together 
with wire. This kind of fence is impassible for 
anything, without wings, larger than a weasel. 
Subsequently one of the Colonel’s herders re¬ 
ported to him a family of deer within the inclos¬ 
ure, and un examination proved that safely en¬ 
closed the immense park were four or five 
of those beautiful animals, including a fawn or 
two. The deer will be closely watched and 
cared for, and in the course of a few years the 
inclosure will be well stocked with their increase.

The following comment# on several of the nomination# to the Stakes 
of the breeder* Meeting at Philadelphia will be of interest, iuaeuiuch 
M the meetiug la uow iu full couree of celebration. 

For three yean* 1 have attended the Breeder#' Colt Stake* for three- 
year-old#, held at Albany, uuder the ausuicce of the Country Gentle 
man, aud hear.lly regiet their discontinuance. and am confident that 
moat breeder# entertain the saute erutimeut. The flret stake trotted in 
1874. waa won by Mr. Cba#. Bnckuiau’s black Ally Helen Ku»sell. by 
Meaaeuger Du roc. after I wing th dr-t beat to Blackwood belle, and 
there waa a clone aud excitlug race witnessed by almost dfteeu hundred 
people. la 1874 the #tske ended in a walk-over for Mr. Edwtu Thorne'** 
bay colt Markainan. by Tnoruedale out of Lady Patriot. The preaeut 

1 ear the race waa wou by Mr. Chat* Packman a bay c»ilt uberou, by 
le##eogcr Dur.ic, dauiby Ethan Allen; .id dam Martha, by old Abdal 
lab. The race waa wou In straight order, and therefore waa uot quite 
as exciting a contest a# that of 1874; but (be three eutrlea were to 
cloaely matched iu apeetl that there wa* uot an opeu length of daylight 
through the Acid at any pait of eituer beat, aud they ffu’shed Upped up 
on ea, h other iu both beat#- Mr. David Baird a chestuut Ally Heleue, 
by Hambletouiau Priuce, beiug secoud, aud Mr. C. Hitchcock'■ bay 
Aliy Highland Win, third. 

One of the most popular features about those stakes was the plan of 
payments aud award. In no other stake# that have r>» cn offered could 
tne breeder get his coil# Iu for *o little money where the reward to the 
winner was so great. T ey have all t*eeu worth trotting for iu a pecuui 
ary sense, have druwu the best class of people, and passed off accepta¬ 
bly to everybody except the sporilug fraternity, who found uo facilities 
for pool betting. 

There la uo doubt that the scut!meat of the better class of horse fan 
clera is against the whole iustitutioii of betting a# connected with trot¬ 
ting. At the Breeders CYuteuulal Trotting Meetiug to he held at Phil¬ 
adelphia the last week Iu this mouth, the managers have determined to 
banish the pool privileges from the ground*, although it la cortaiu tbat 
they uiigct reap a heavy income from ibe percentage# by leaslug the 
customary stauds fur lhat purpose. D I# uot to be supposed that 
they can suppress betting upou the races of their meeting, lor the city 
of Philadelphia baa several pool rooms where be wbo will may bet 
about what be pleases to hi# heart's coutmt, aud every hor»e iu this 
meeting that la thouchi to bave speed aud bottom to wlu, will have 
backers. Bat it is a satisfaction at least to determine whether a meet 
lug In which such a grand lot of entries as this hss beeu favored with 
will draw together a payiug attendance without Ibe attraction (T) of the 
pool box on the grounds The be tiug nieu say lhat uo meetiug cau 
succeed without the pools, because the crowd will uot go to *ec race# 
unless they cau Aud opportunity to * back their oulmou. They would 
have u# believe tbat the 2U.UUU luter* sled people, tbat thronged the 
stand early iu August io see Gold-mith Muid aud Smuggler trot, all 
went there to bet. aud wou d #t#y away if thej could uot. Now at Pnilk 
delphia there will be uo chance for the crowd to buy pools upou the track. 

SO we will see what comes of it The managers are evidently little dis¬ 
turbed about attendance, for they are building extra stauds. oue of 
which ie reserved for ladies aud thetr esiorts. aud uuolber where re¬ 
set ved seats may lie had for ibose wbo came to itiaure beforehand a 
good place for aeei -g the r.*ce#. >everal colts that have appeared lu the 
various stakes at Alnauy will agaiu c due before the public eye at the 
Breeders meeting. On the drat day. Sept. Jbib. Obefou, the recent wlu- 
ncr. will trot iu tue Revolution race for t ree-y»ur olds. He is a good 
Colt aud a very honest trotter, and Will he the favorite of mauy on ac¬ 
count of his due behavior aud capital breedlug, but he will have to en¬ 
counter a strong Held in bia Philadelphia race. Tue Keutuc*y breed¬ 
er# are coming ».n iu force, auu the blue crass colts are thought to be 
more ma ured thau tho-e of the u**rtli aud c*#t; yet it is by uo m* au# 
certaiu that the difference is sufficient to counterbalance the tong jour 
ney aud « hange of clim.tte. The great feats of the Kentucky vo mg 
•lere have beeu mainly done at home. There is a colt from California 
iu Ibl* rac . aud al#0 a Ally lu the KepUullc race for f-mr-year-old.-.

Norwich.—What can I do fora dog thnt breaks shot when a 
bird fai'N. He doe* not hreak unless a bird I* killed, but then Imme¬ 
diately da*he* in and will pay no attention to the order to charge. Oar 
shooting here la In ct*v»T, and I ant obliged to advance beyond the dog’s 
point to put up the bird. Thl* give* hint an advantage over me. o* I 
cannot see him when he first start* Aua.-The check cord is the surest 
and best remedy we know of for a shot hre iker. In your shooting it 
will he nerea-ary to have helt», as you cannot hundl • ihe cord and flush 
be bird at the same time. Get some friend to go ont with yon; when 
the dog come* in a point fasten Ihe cord to hla collar, and after your 
friend has killed the bird if the dog attempts to break shot, pull him 
over on hi* buck by u sharp Jerk, and pull him buck to w here he started 
mm somewhat roughly. Then rule him well, and make him lie at 
charge for some moments. If you chance to be alone take a turn of 
• he cord round u hu-h or small tree before flushlug the bird. Thl* will 
keep the dog in hi- place till aft* r you fix them. If he ha* attempted 
to dash in. g »to him and proceed aa If you had held the cord all the 
rime. If the dog Is verv wilful put a spike collar ou with the cord and 
a few le**oiis will effect a cure. 

I». W. P.. Clinton.-1 have a dog that I* out of condition: hla nose Is 
'»ot and dry. breath had. and he seems to have lo-t his power of 
-cent In the field. What can I do for him? Ana.—The 
trouble may be emsed hy dl-tnrbance of the stomach or 
bv worms.

If von notlro the-e. give powdered areca nut In doses of two 
grain- f *r each pound the dog weighs. Give upon an empty stomach, 
and twenty-four hour- after give ado*e of castor oil.

If no other -ymptoms ar • noticed 
thin those yon mention, give small do-es of au)nt*l carbon twice a day,

Fisliln? In 

Truckee 

River, C$1. 



Many gentlemen of San Francisco, who entertain a passion for trout- 
fishing, and who are wont to take annual tripe to the region* where 
they abound, have recently been loud In their complaints agalnat the 
Kish Commissioners, because of their delay In abating serious evils 
which threaten the total extinction of trout iu the Truckee River. That 
stream Is accorded tbe distinction of heiug the best trout-fishing region 
on the Pacific Coast, and is frequemed yearly by large numbers of 
fl-hera from that cl*y. The Truckee River commences in Lake 
_ln Nevada county of that State, and crossing the Slate Hue into 
!aa by a tortuous route, empties into Pyramid Lake. In the latter 
State. The trout descend tbe river to Pyramid Like in the spawning 
season, after which they return to Lake Tahoe. Near Truckee. how¬ 
ever. ia a dam built by the proprietors of a large lumber mill, with a 
large flood gate aud fish ladder, the construction of which la regulated 
by law uuder the supervision of the Kish Commissioners, and which ta 
designed as an aid to trout to stem the current lu their ascent to Lake 
Tahoe, where they grow. The floodgate Is supposed to be ee-!ly mova¬ 
ble. but a short time since a Sail Francisco gentleman discovered that it 
bad not been lifted for years, and won fixed as if It were solid. Tbe 
gentleman remained there a few days Investigating, and saw that the 
trout could uot return up the river because or ihe extreme height of toe 
^ladder. The trout would spring six or seven f**et lu tbe air In their 
vain endeavors to gel over the ladder Tbe Indians In the nelgbb rnood 
bad arranged baskets around tho ladder, and trout springing luto the 
air would fall bate luto tbe bnskel-. Tue Indlaua In that manner 
caught hundreds every day lu conversation wlih tbe San Franciscan 
the Indlaua staled that no trout had returned up the river for four 
years. They come dowu. of course, very easily, but can never return, 
and It Is readily seen that lu a few yea* * they will become altogether 
cxiiuct. The law r quire* ihe mill owner to maintain the Osh ladder tn 
a proper position, auu ll la ibe duty of the Fish (.’ouimlsalouere to re¬ 
quire him to repair It -

THE KANSA8 CITY EXPOSITION. 

Kansas City. Mo.. Sept. 95, 1876. 

The Kansas City Exposition, which opened on Monday 
last, closed on Saturday evening, having been in every sense 
of the word a grand success.

From the traditional needle to the traditional plow 
was to be found everything which goes to make up the re¬ 
quirements of man, with a due display of live stock of all 
kinds, and running and trotting races of a quality creditable 
to any association. 

The number of visitors each day was large, hut on Thurs¬ 
day every available spot, in tbe stands and around them 
was occupied by a crowd estimated at 20,009. The success 
of the exposition is due to the energy, efficiency and popu¬ 
larity of the Secretary, D. L. Hall E<q. 

The shooting tournament brought together some fine shots, 
as will be area from the scores; five traps were used, but 
they were pulled ou the English principle, the shooter no( 
knowing from which the bird would be sprung until on the 
wing. The greater part of Tuesday's shooting was done in 
the rain,as it commenced to rain in the morning and continued 
all day, at one time so hard us to compel a temporary ces¬ 
sation. 

The trotting and running was good generally. In another 
portion of the Chicago Field will be fouud a full account of 
it. With the exception of the 2:35 class trotting, every race 
seemed to hi devoid of fraud, and well they might, for in 
that there was sufficient to have, if distributed, given each 
its full share. A bigger steal from the beginning to end 
has never been perpetrated before. The judges should 
have declared the pools off. but they didn't, and the pool 
box was captured with the gullible public's 
money, who are, as usual, the victims. It was evident 
that Ned S., E. D. Baker and Nodaway had combined to 
capture the prizes and shut nut John Dunning; un arrange¬ 
ment in which, it is generally supposed, the driver of Dun 
ning concurred. Dunning won the first heat, which made 
him tbe favorite for the race; Ned 8. then wen the second 
and third beats, Dunning each time coming in fourth; tbe 
third heat he was made to run the greater portion of tbe 
mile, and was distanced by the judges, but on representa¬ 
tion of the fraud that was being perpetrated, they re¬ 
instated him, with John Drew behind him, and 
here was exhibited as fine horsemanship as 
was ever seen, Drew bringing him under the wire 
gallantly the winner of the heat. The crowd, who had be¬ 
come satisfied of the crookedness ol Ihe affair, gave Drew a 
hearty reception as be passed the stand; the women waving 
their handkerchiefs and the men throwing up their hats and 
cheering vociferously. Even those out of the ring who had 
bet against the gray were as warm in their encomiums on 
Drew as others, and not a few expressed the hope that the 
gray wuuld win. Said one gentleman to me, ‘"I have a hun¬ 
dred dollars bet against the gray, but willingly would I lose 
it to see tbe others shut out. I never saw a more oulraM^u 
swindle." In consequence of it having got- dark, the TTO 
had to be postponed until Saturday; bad it been trolled that 
evening, there is little doubt that the gray would have won, 
but with the rest of the night Ned S. hud recuperated. -It 
is, however, very questionable even then, under Drew’s 
skillful driving, if Dunning would not have won but for the 
rascally course adopted by Keese, the driver of Nodaway, 
in the fifth*heat, on Saturday. So determined were the 
ring that he should not win. that Keese throughout the heat 
kept close to him, and crowded him to the outside of the 
track. As soon as Drew would attempt to 
get away from Nodaway, Keese would force 
Nodaway into a run, and crowd him out. It 
was not until at the three quarter pole that Drew shook him 
off, and Dunning got a chance to get to his work. I am 
opposed to the exhibition of violence, ns much us of fraud, 
on tbe track; but bad Drew cow bided Kce-e, which he was 
able to, and fell much inclined to, I am sure all outside of 
the ring would have been pleased. A more barefaced, ras¬ 
cally proceeding I never witnessed, and think few have. 
Tbe judges fined Keese $10, und suspended him until paid; 
at which he laughed and went about bragging of what he 
had done, knowing well that not belonging to the National 
Association this suspension was a Pope’s gull, it affecting 


him for tbeir own track only. The fellow can continue his 
frauds at St. Joseph, Galesburg, Leavenworth, or any other 
association's track, since tlie suspension here does not affect 
| him anywhere else. It is, however, to be hoped that Mr. 
Ewing will not eucournge dishonesty by allowing him 
to drive Nodaway again. It is such men as this 
Reese und his crowd who bring the turf into disrepute and 
reproach. Every honest driver is interested in expunging 
these fellows from the turf, and should therefore refuse to 
drive with them. Had we a Western association these 
associations would belong to it, and there would not be the 
opportunity as now of such fellows as Keese going unpun¬ 
ished. But the supporting of un Eastern monopoly whose 
arrogance and presumption is distasteful to the majority of 
Western men is not relished, and therefore each association 
is on its own hook. There is hut little doubt that an effort 
will be inndethis Winter for a Western association, and I hope 
with success. The idea of the West being controlled by Ihe 
East is beginning to grate on tbe majority of Western horse¬ 
men and they arc realizing that tbe true interests of the 
West point to a separation Irorn the National Association. 

The runuing races were very fine and excitiog. The mile 
heat race, three in five, was a capital one, and was hotl/ 
contested between Jack Hardy ana Startle, being won by 
Jack llurdy on tbe sixth beat. The judges, however, made 
a mistake in setting Hardy back for foul riding in putting 
Falmouth in a pocket. Foul riding does not put a horse 
back as in trotting, but sends biin to the stable. Mr. 
Mulkey’s Chicjuila is a handsome chestnut mare, and won 
with ease a mile dash and also a dash of a mile mill a half, 
beating good fields and having plemy to spare at thcTiqlsh. 

General E. W. Rice's Bill Bass captured the five furibng 
dash on Saturday against a good field each time, with the 
utmost ease, with overweight up, it not being possible to 
get n rider the requisite light weight to ride him. Bill Buss 
is a gray colt, two years old, and splendidly made. lie is 
fifteen Hands, a powerful colt, has a tremendous stride and is 
of greut endurance. In each race he came in under a strong 
pull and showed not the slightest fatigue. After tbe mile 
dash he was no more blown than if he had run a quarter of 
a mile, notwithstanding in a false start be had got away 
from bis rider and ruu at a si ashing gait to tbe tbree-qu tr¬ 
ier pole, came back and was immediately sent off. The 
mile was run in 1:58}, und there is little doubt but. that be 
could have shut the others out. He is finely bred, being by 
I’luniaganet, bis sire by Lexington. Mr Brice has refused 
31,500 for him. Old Falmouth, as usual, carried off the 
Consolation purse. John M. Bolts, jr., woo tbe 2:20 class in 
straight heals. And by the way, this reminds me of a good 
joke which I unconciously perpetrated ou his owner, Slac- 
aoy. I had taken Peg up to the fair grounds with me, and 
during the racing left her chained in the Secretary's office. 
After the races, Mackoy, u friend and myself stood for a 
while talking on the steps of tbe office. My friend and my¬ 
self started lor home, leaving Mackoy standing where we 
had been talking. At about thirty yards from him 
l missed Peg, and blew my dog whistle; the 
whistle brought Peg, and at the same time the policemen 
from every direction. I did not at tbe moment suppose it 
was the whistle which was the cause of their running in 
ibut direction, but thought it was a fight, and with my 
friend continued on out of the grounds. Both Mackoy and 
myself wearing gray suits, some one told the policemen 
Mackoy had blown the whistle, und they arrested him, not¬ 
withstanding ids protesting he had not. They searched him, 
and though they found no whistle, they found a revolver, 
for which he was next morning fined ten dollars, which the 
mayor, however, remitted. A policemau threatening to 
arrest me if I blew my whistle, and tbe court intimating 
that it would fine me if I was arrested for the heinous crime, 

I obtained from the mayor a permit to carry a dog whittle 
and blow it when and where I pleated. With official per¬ 
mission to blow I have been blowing ever since, just for the 
fun of putting the policemen through the double-quick, 
and being arresied und released. It was amusing to 
see these guardians of the peace crawl into 
their boles when I pulled out the fearful document 
which allowed me the freedom of Ihe city to blow. In one 
hour I was arrested three limes. Permission from a Mayor 
is as potent with a policeman as cold moat; neither can they 
resist. It is only necessary for me to show my whistle to a 
policeman to have him smile and touch his cap. Moral for 
sportsmen. If you come to Kansas City with a dog and 
dog whistle immediately get permission from the Mayor to 
carry the deadly weapon. 

The dog show was a small one, but being tbe first is the 
neuclcus of a big one next year, as it is Mr. Hall's intention 
to mike it a feature; but though numerically small it was 
nevertheless a grand success in every other pun icular the only 
•how 1 know which has been. Every exhibitor was satis¬ 
fied and declared the awards were just—as one said, noth¬ 
ing could have been fairer, he now had confidence in dog 
shows—there being only one entry in each class, each ex¬ 
hibitor got a first prize. 

The Annual Address, was delivered by Gen. Chas. W. 
Blair, of Ft. Scott, Kan., and was able and eloquent. 

To the officers of the association aod the sportsmen here I 
have to tender niy thanks for niuny courtesies, also to Mr, G. 
Gaston, the popular rettaurateur of this city, whose estab- 
lifhment on the grounds was patronized by the elite. A no- 
ticable and praiseworthy feature of Mr. GasionV, and wor¬ 
thy of emululion was, that no youths, under any pretense, 
were allowed to have any liquors. Mohawk.

Morrill Hiobik and Mr. Cask.—A question has arisen 
been these two turf men about the terms of sale of Gover¬ 
nor Bprague. Higbie sold Governor 8prague with hit en¬ 
gagementt to Mr, Case. Mr. Case scents to think that the 
ten per cent, entrance money, paid by Higbie, belongs to 
him, nnd in this belief differed with Higbie, who considered 
that the money paid out by him should be returned. The 
case was referred to sn arbitrator, who decided in favor of 
Mr. Case— and wrongly. We have no precedent in this 
country on such cases, therefore have to go back to our 
fountain-head on sporting mutters—England. When a 
horse is sold to a man with his engagements, the buyer be- 
comet retpontible for all forfeitt and entrance moniet. 
Upon this basis Mr. Case should Lave handed over to Higbie 
the full amount paid by him on account of all races that he 
was to trot after the change of ownership. There is no 
doubt about this point, and it is as well staled bete as at 
any other lime, lor it will give horsemen to understand 
what they undertake when they buy a horse with hit en¬ 
gagements. _ >

WHICH ARC OUR BEST STALLIONS? - 

The ubove is a question oftnuch interest to those of on 
Western breeders who measure merit chiefly by the stands I 
of records. Undoubtedly it would be very gratifying loll^ 
if Mr. George B. Mansur, tbe enterprising manager of Dexi^ 
Park, would volunteer his assistance by concentrating a f cw 
rays of light upon this question by giving next year a Htallion 
race. It might be programmed for tbe annual July meet¬ 
ing, or later for September—as to details we would suggest 
a purse of $5,000, divided into four premiums, five per cent 
entrance only half of which to be forfeited, if an entrv 
is drawn and forfeit paid on or before ten days preceding 
the race. Require of winners of premiums an additional 
five per cent, and close tbe entries on the first of May \ 
programme so arranged would net the management in our 
opinion, more money than the usuul condition of ten per 
cent, entrance. It would also insure a larger field of start, 
ers, aud consequently a more satisfactory race to the pub¬ 
lic. Smuggler might be compelled to accept a handicap or 
barred. If he could repeat his Hartford record of 2:151 
it would hardly be expected that pur youthful warrioi* 
could drive him to his best stride; famous as they are for 
their swift winged rates of Bpccd. Trotting, however has 
its surprises, and Smuggler though a starter, by no means 
would have a walk-over. Owners too, of our 
great young horses would not regard a 

victory in a handicap, as an achievement worth 
boasting of, and for this reason probably would pre¬ 
fer to have it left open, though the Bostoustallion secured 
the coveted first premium—and for the further reason that 
tbeir horses could not be disgraced by trotting second to 
this great chieftain. It should be recoUected that the pres¬ 
ent record of stallions is no just criterion of their ability as 
turf performers in 1877. Smuggler is a thoroughly matured 
horse, educated and accomplished to the highest susceptible 
degree as a trotter. 

General Grant, Governor Sprague, Coaster and Blackwood, 
Jr., nre but mere youths and ought to be improving horses 
each succeeding season for half a dozen years to come 
Even another year of ago will benefit them materially and 
and advance them in the, estimation of their owners, friends 
and the public. Yet with tbeir disadvantage of having 
(with another year upon their heads) only half of tne 
matured years of Smuggler their respective records of 2:21, 
2:20}. 2:20} and 2:22}, indicate that they could have made 
a very respectable contest with the Emperor this season. 
Had such a race taken place the speculators of the Hub 
would have discovered the West and Southwest backing the 
field for a very respectable amount. The horses enumer¬ 
ated might not all enter and start for sufficient reasons; but 
the probabilities ure-bat with a programme as proposed, 
Mr. Mansur would receive the entries of ull that have been 
named. Nor would the prospective entries of these deter 
from entering such celebrities as Sam Purdy,Jay Gould,Cum- 
monwealtb, Tborndale and General Benton. Their respec¬ 
tive records of 2:29}. 2:21}. 2:22, 2:22}, and Benton's trial of 
speed at Utica in 2:20} when recently purchased by his pres¬ 
ent owner would justify their pretensions most certainly, and 
perhaps the renowned Mambrino Gift might be tempted 
from his retirement to enter the lists. He has many friends 
who believe he could lower his record of 2:20 with 
much ease. 

Nor is it much more than even money, that victory would 
not perch upon the colors of some one of the latter named 
division. Superadd to them such horses as are uuknown to 
fame, but justly held in high estimation by their owners; 
and upon opening tbe entries Ihe list would be found nu¬ 
merous and formidable in quality. 

To breeders tbe importance of stallion races is self-evi¬ 
dent—fifty fold more tuan time classes. The proposed race 
would furnish them a rare opportunity to add to tbeir 
knowledge by observation. It would pay them to see for 
themselves the rate of the mile, the ability to stay and the 
style of the Hotting; also, the disposition, the intelligence, 
and the conformation of the different competitors. From 
their characteristics, possessed in different combinations, 
they would draw fixed conclusions and form their many dif- 
erent theories upon which after experiments could be made, 
thus reducing step by step to a science the capricious prob¬ 
lem of breeding. 

The intere.-t that would be taken in a great stallion race 
by owners, breeders nnd the public, is guarantee of its suc¬ 
cess. The time suggested for the race is propitious; for the 
uumber and quality of trotting stullions in the country of 
great speed is without precedent. A contest simply beiween 
Sprague and Blackwood, Jr., would secure a belter attend¬ 
ance from turrmen than any race of this year, in the great 
circuit, except perhaps the “ free-ror-all." They are not 
stale, but fresh, and great by tbeir woodcrful achievements; 
their Centennial Joust will serve only to more sharply define 
tbe line between their respective admirers, and by no means 
will settle Ihe question wiih the public as to which is the best 
turf performer. Combine with them tbe famous and as¬ 
piring stallions of the country, and the public will be as¬ 
sured of a grand racing day, and tbe management of an 
unusual financial success. We would be pleased to hear 
from you, Mr. Mansur.

Shooting Club of Montgomery, Ala., have published a most 
attractive programme of sport offered to kuighta of the 
trigger during tbe Stale Fair on Oct. 24, 25, 26,27 and 28. 
Tbe cash prizes aggregate $1,750 In three puracs, and in 
addition there is offered a diamond badge, valued at $153, to 
the champion of the United Stater at ten single and five 
pairs of birds. Tbe shoot proper will conclude with a 
contest for a handsome silver service. The shooting isopen 
to all comers and the prizes should attract numbers of 
sportsmen, for the meeting is fixed at a dale later than our 
Western meetings, and will not clash with them. Particu¬ 
lars will be found in our advertising columns.

Notwithstanding this,however,eight 
dainty fillies faced Hie starter for the three-quarter mile Blue 
Grass slake, and Belle of the Meade, a tine Bonnie Scotland 
■as made the fnvorite. But owiug to a miserable start, in 
hich Spring Branch got a long way the best of it, 

I favorite never quite got up and was beaten 
bort length. Whisper won the all aged sweepstakes in 
„od style, and Reading never gave the backers of the field 
a moments hope in the selling race; but the race for the as¬ 
sociation purse was severe and determined. 

On the third day the belter weather induced a better at¬ 
tendance and larger fields. Phtrbe Mayflower, a very hand¬ 
some Phmlon filly, was made first favorite for the opening 
event, but s be was unmistakably oil’ and was well beaten and 
Killburne out-stayed Kat e Pearce, aDd won the last beats 
easily. McWhlrter, who opened bis seassn with a merito¬ 
rious win at Lexington, and then succumbed to Lisbon, at 
Louisville, and King Faro and Belle of the Meade at the 
same meeting, turned the tables on his old opponent, Lisbon 
winning from Baden Baden after a severe race, and showing 
himself to be thoroughly game. In the concluding race, 
Lsrgentcen and Phyllis, I be two favorites had the race to 
themselves, the firmer winning easily. 

The third day dawned cloudy, and a slight shower before 
the races just laid the dust and put the track in good form. 
The bad judgment of Necy Hale's rider spoilt what prom¬ 
ised to be an interesting finish between her and Clemmie G, 
for he tried to ect inside on the homestretch, and had to try 
back again. The first two heals of the mile heat race were 
determined struggles, but Phwbe was unable to stand the 
severity, and wrul down easily in the last three rounds 
The sensation of the day was'Ten Brocck’s great perform¬ 
ance in the Post Slakes, and we may safely say that be is 
the best distance horse we now have in Ihe country, and the 
fact that, like old port, he improves by keeping, speaks well 
for bis breeding. 

On the fifth day, the attendance was small, and the field* 
were not so large as in some of the previous contests; the 
upset of the favorite Patriot over two miles, was quite - 
surprise. 

Words of Wisdom. —Since the Chicago Tribune has 
taken upon itself the position of “the father of the came 1 ' 
of base ball, it haB been weiry full of advice to and com. 
ments on the League. Puffed up with the pride of “official 
scorer,” this mentor to the youthful organization has enun¬ 
ciated some vigorous but stolen truths, and not the least 
of these was, that every club that joined the League should 
deporit cash to the amount of >2,000 as evidence of the good 
faith of its intentions to carry out every agreement made 
with its affiliated clubs. The events that have recently 
transpired—the insolvency of the Athletic Club and the 
venial abandonment of its engagements by the Mutual Club 
—have shown the founders or the League that this should 
have been part of their Inw. But Ihe wisdom of the Trib¬ 
une is not its own. The only wise part about “the father 
of tbe game" is, that it occasionally sees the force of the 
wisdom of others, and adopts it as its own—even as it fath¬ 
ered the Leutrue. We quote from our editorial page of 
October 0, 1875, where, in an article headed "Rumors 
and Engagements," we said: “We would suggest, then, 
to tbe earnest consideration of those who will have the 
organization and management of affairs, to decide upon an 
entrance fee to be paid in cash before the commencement 
of operations. Let the fee be high, say >1,000, to be 
forfeited if tbe quota of games is not filled, or if the club is 
disbanded before the completion of the season.” The 
Tribune has only expanded our deposit, nothing more. 

But because the Tribune has reflected our ideas we will 
not discard them, though to be commended by “the father" 
is to be damned “with faiot praise." We again assert that 
there is no means of keeping out rotten concerns like the 
late Athletic club aud friend selling concerns like the 
Mutual of Brooklyn, than that of a deposit, to he foifeited 
upon failure to keep engagements or observe rules. With 
this clause, and another about professional umpires added 
to its rules, tbe League will be a strong organization, and be 
the means of correcting many abuses now in professional 
ball-playing. 

Martin's Tournamkntb. —Owing to the great scarcity of 
wild pigeons in the market, and the very severe run that has 
lately been made on “Martin's bird bank" at ibis city there 
is a “temporary suspension" of hostilities against the wild 
doves. The 8i. Louis tournament is post ironed till further 
notice, and it is very probable that Menclotn will have to 
follow suit. Memphis, however, anticipated the run, and 
drew out a sufficient number to insure the perfect success 
of that tournament, which will doubtless he the pigeon pop 
of the season. _

smoke hung long over the gnn. As a rule the birds were sllghtlv In¬ 
ferior to what had been expected and what Bogardus de-lred to furnish.

Little bob-white, who sounds his stirring reveille with the 
rosy tint of morn, when the drowsy hunter is just turning 
over for another nap, yawns, stretches, and hears “Coffee 
sah," may come in greater numbers, but bis paths too are 
beset by trnps and snares where choice tit bits and kearn- 
el8 rare, placed by willy bands, may induce him aud his 
lovely family; to pull at the wrong bell, Like a jolly little 
corporal, he is just beginning to rejoice at the expiration of 
a time of watchfulness and anxiety, and heralds the ap¬ 
proach of the festive season with glad and cheering note- 
calls. It is true the sportsman will soon shift his deadly 
fowling piece from cobwebs to shoulder. Old Don and 
Sank will begin to flap and shake the Summer ticks from 
their briar cut ears, scratch their mangy ribs, stiffen tails, 
and offer their services for the campaign. Still Bobbie's 
chances for life are ten to one to that in the Summer, when 
Sambo, shirking plow-bandies,tumbles him from every fence 
top whsre he whistles and waits for amorous discourse. 
Now his broodlings are full fledged and ’pon light wings, 
swift and strong, they will escape the murderous pellets 
when not directed by the ready hand and practiced eye.

The ex¬ 
istence of a law without executive powers is equivolent to 
no law, With them the whites commit the violence, with 
us the blacks. To the former it is more discreditable since 
they should know better. 

In conclusion, I regret I cannot say like my Northern and 
Western brethren; "to-morrow” or the day after, or next 
week, as the case may be, “our season commences look 
out for good bags," etc., etc. Ours has no limits. It is 
ne'er ending neer beginning.
